to o freely In the flo wing 
bowl early in 
the ev ening and was on his way home 
when a desire to lay donn and sleep 
came o v er him. 
Probably throug h 
the effects o f the heavy load, the fel­ 
lo w started ho me 
in the wrong direc- 
tio n,|g o ing east o n 
the I. & O. tracks 
J nst east o f the po wer 
house he laid 
do wn o n the tricks 
and soon was fast 
a sleep. 
The midnig ht lim ited car in charg e 
o f Co nducto r J esse 
Vance and Motor- 
m&n Edward Mo o r« came 
upon the 
ro strate fo rm 
on the tracks, and was 
o nly sto pped 
w ithin thirty feet of the 
unfo rtunate fellow. 
And 
it was 
thro ug h an accident that the car 
w a s 
no t running at a hig h rate 
of speed 
witho ut a head lig ht that saved the 
fello w fro m being g round to death an 
der the wheels. 
The mo to rman was a new’ man in the 
serv io e and had failed to stop the car 
at Arling to n o n a 
sig nal, which neces­ 
sitated backing up and the loss of sev­ 
eral minutes. 
Had the car been on 
time as usnai. it would have come to 
the place where the fellow lay , run­ 
ning at a hig h rate of speed, and as 
the current is switched st* this point 
and the lig hts in the car and the head 
lig ht are thro wn off as they pass the 
westbo und o ar, the traction car would 
hav e passed o v er 
the man, severing 
his head, (as he laid w ith his neck 
acro ss the rails) for it wonld have 
been impo ssible for the motorman tc 
see the bo dy o n 
the track 
As it was, 
the west bo nnd car was w aiting near 
the po wer house, and the two passe« ! 
witho ut tarning out the lig ht* as cus 
to marv . 
Co nducto r Vance lifted the man 
fro m the tracks and took 
him back to 
J ulian 'street, where he partially re 
co v ered fro m 
his co mato se Mate, suill- 
cient to went his steps ho meward.

A number of witnesses testified in 
the case which was tried before Judg e 
Sparks and a jury . 
Hall & Campbell 
and Dennis O’Neil appeared for the 
defendant and Prosecutor Hack and 
his deputy , Will L. Newbold, appear­ 
ed fo r the State. 
Peters, the man who received the 
sho t in the neck, has left for parts 
unkno wn, and conseq uently was not 
present to testify ag ainst the pistol 
user. 
The injured man was not held 
here in 
jail as a witness as many 
thoug ht, but 
only remained 
long 
eno ug h to 
recover from his wound. 
Bro wn testified this afternoon and 
he declared that he shot Pet« rs in self 
defense 
He said they had been to ­ 
g ether nearly all the day , and follow 
ing an altercation, Peters suddenly 
thrust his hand in 
ids pocket 
and 
made for him sa> ing he intended to 
kill him. 
Peters 
had had Brow n’s 
rev o lv er previous to the shooting and 
o nly returned it a few m inutes before 
the sho t was fired. 
The whole m atter g rew cut of a 
drunken braw l, both men being in­ 
to x icated at the time. 
The introduction of evidence will 
probably be concluded this afternoon, 
and the case arg ued before the jury in 
the morning .

The? keep as many and 
even more co ws, but the patent cream 
separators have o pened a new metho d 
for m arketing the cream 
and they 
have practically all sto pped making 
butter. 
Buy ers 
fro m 
larg e 
dairy 
houses in the 
larg e cities hav e can­ 
vassed the country co mmunties in an 
effort to induce 
farmers to ship their 
cream to the citiee instead o f making 
butter. 
Most of 
the reliable butter 
makers have adopted 
the scheme and 
every day dozens o f larg e cans are 
shipped.

Mr. Hfadlee stated to ­ 
day that the prospects were g o o d fo r 
the big g est corn show vet held, as the 
corn will be ex ceeding ly g ood this 
rear. 
It is*thoug ht that g reat a many bo y s 
in Rush oounty , who belo ng to the 
corn club will l>ecô me members o f the 
Co rn scho o l which hasjbeen o rg anized. 
The 
q uestion no w co nfro nting the 
school officials is whether o r no t It is 
advisable to allow the bo y s who are in 
the g raded schools to spend the week 
in the corn school, which w ill be held 
here in December 
It has almo st l« een 
decided to lim it these privileg es to the 
pupils of the hig h school o nly . 
County Superintendent 
Headlee is 
taking a g reat interest in the work of 
the Boy s Corn Club, of 
which he is 
président. 
He is conducting a 
small 
ex perimental station o f his o wn this 
y ear, which Is proving satsifacto ry to 
nitn and before loug it 
may be left to 
him to startle the farmers with a new 
improved seed corn 
made by cro ssing 
two kinds. 


COUNTERFEIT BILLS. 


The 
Check 
Letter 
Teet 
o n 
Unttsd 
States Currency . 
The United States g overnment print* 
its currency and numbers Its bills lu a 
series of four, so that every piece ol 
paper money turned out bears one oi 
the check letters- A, B, C. D. One of 
these letters is alway s found in twc 
places on a United States bill, lu the 
upper left hand comer and in the low 
er rig ht hand corner. The placing of 
the letter on the bill Is not determined 
by the number of the bill. The rule I* 
to divide the last two fig ures on the 
note by four. Should the remainder be 
one. the check letter must be A; should 
It be two, the check letter Is 13; three, 
tbe check letter Is C. and nothing , the 
letter D. 
For ex ample, 1 have before me a 
five dollar certificate. 
Its number is 
8 148 9 7 30. The terminal number Is 30 
Divide by four. 
The result is seven 
with two over. The check letter is B. 
Here Is a y ellow back g old certificate 
with twenty -three as Its terminal num 
i« er. Divide this by four, and we have 
five with three over. 
C ta the cheek 
letter. 
Should this rule of four fall to work 
on any United States currency note 
y on « nay bet all y ou have that the 
money Is bad. Some counterfeited bill* 
are rig ht to their check letters, but a 
g reat many are not so if the rule of 
four works. Tbe bill may be still bad, 
but If It doesn’t It Is surely bad. This 
rule applies only to United States cur­ 
rency and not to national bank notes.
